declaring the Cauſe, .but on: the contrary. forcing them to Ac- - 
cuſe-and give Evidence againſt theinkhas, and Impoſing 
Fines according to. their, Pleaſure'; cauſingſome for-tear to - 
deſart thew Countries by virtue 6f* their Intercommunings, 
founded on thoſe evil Pretences : They have ſo generally 1n--. 
volved eyery one in this Danger, that the Councellors them- - 
ſelves could not be . ſecure without -having . recourſe. to a 
Pardon,..or procuring themſelves to.beexcepted, whilſt in 
the mean while the Comman-People lay at their Diſcretion. 
They gave Power..to the Officers and Private-Soldiers to. - 
commit. upan ; many, : Subje&ts who lived. in full Peace and 
Quietneſs, the greateſt of Barhbarities, as to: deſtroy 'them - 
by Hanging, Killing and Drowning,. without any Form 
| of Proceſs, and without any Reſpe&t had to Age or Sex, not 
giving ſome ſo much time as to,Pray to God, and that 
without any, other Reaſon, ſave. that. they. would” not ſub- 
ſcribe or an{wer to. their Queſtions which they. propoſed to 
them without any. Legal Authority, and againſt the com- 
mon Right of. Men, - which leaves every one-a Liberty 
not to reveal the Secrets of his. Thoughts. . Not to mention 
a great many. other. Violences. and Oppreſſions, -, which 
this Diſtreſſed Nation. has been expos'd to,.. without any 
aſſurance of ever ſeeing an-end of them;. or being delivered 
from them. 4 - Theſe

| | Moxeovet the Councellors have made their Ja Efforts 
_ to aboliſh the Penal Laws, which exclude from all publick 
Places thoſe who are of the Popiſh Religion, becauſe they 
are ſo oppoſite to their Deſigns to eſtabliſh it. They: have 
given Liberty of Conſtietce to'divers Proteſtants, but fuch 
a Liberty asthey. cannot preſerve, but in ſo faras they ſhall 
drudge it for the Aboli of the'Penal Laws, which are 
the only Bulworks of their Religion. Beſides, divers Pro- 
teſtants have a juſt Ground of miſtruſt, when they remem- 
ber how they have turned their Miniſters out .of their 
Churches by Hundeh, without Ci -or Accuſing them, 
and that they have filled CO BAT ek Places y Ignorant Perſons, 
of Scandalous Lives, who have had a great hand in 
the preſent Miſeries under which this Country hath :groan- 
edof a long time. The fveral Proteſtants therefore have 
little Reaſon to rely-upon their preſent. Tranquillity, feeing 
it is only founded upon'a Proclamation, which: may be 
| Revoked. at Pleafure, and which.was not ſo Advantageous 
to them in its Firft and Second Publication ;. eſpecially if 
they confider that theſe great Cruelties, which we have - 
mentioned above, were comtirted againſt them a few
